Soft cookies should be stored 
in an airtight container. An 
apple or orange slice or piece of 
bread helps keep them moist. 
They can be re-freshed by 
warming, covered tightly, at 
300° for 5 to 10 minutes. 

The fun of cookie-baking is 
that the simplest cookie can look 
special. 

This is the time when edible 
little silver balls, green sugar 
and multi-colored sprinkles will 
bring out the child — and child- 
hood stories — whenever one is 
invited to participate or watch 
the festivities. 

It is easy to make mint cook- 
ies by tucking half a chocolate 
mint wafer between circles of 
sugar cookie dough. 

Or substitute an extract — 

like chocolate, lemon or 
mint — for vanilla. 

Make huge cookies with spe- 
cial meaning by rolling dough, 
then cutting away an outline of a 
favorite animal or toy or a face 
silhouette before baking. 

It is wise to use a fork to 
press a few holes in the center 
of a large piece of dough before 
baking so it does not buckle. 

It also should be rolled evenly 
for best baking. 

One way to individualize a 
simple homemade or bought 
cookie is to dip one end in melt- 
ed chocolate. 

It then can be sprinkled with 
nuts, coconut, crushed candy 
canes or chopped dried fruit. 

Let set by laying cookie on 
waxed paper. 

If sending cookies to someone 
who needs a family tradition 
reinforced, choose a drop or bar 
cookie that holds together. 

Avoid fragile or brittle cookies 
and those with fillings and frost- 
ings. 

Compact shapes usually travel 
well. 

Cookie dough that can with- 
stand a press usually can go 
cross-country without hassle. 
Brownies work well. 

Choose a sturdy package, line 
it with foil and be ready to cush- 
ion cookies in layers with 
crushed waxed paper 

Bar cookies can be packed 
tightly together in rows. 

If the package arrives before 
Christmas, it is good to mark 
the package that it should be 
opened when received. 

Many people, close or far 
away, cannot make it until Dec. 
24 without a homemade peanut 
butter cookie. “

On Sept. 18, Hugo slammed 
into the island, with winds up to 
125 mph. Almost miraculously, 
no one was killed during the 
storm, although about $40 mil- 
lion in damage was sustained by 
resorts, hotels and other sectors 
of the island’s tourism industry. 

Island meteorologists say El 
Yunque rain forest protected 
Puerto Rico from more severe 
hurricane damage because Hugo 
hit the rain forest and bouncec 
off the island, north out to sea. 

Although storm damage was 
widespread, the island is rapidly 
rebounding. 

Aside from an_ occasional 
cockeyed palm tree or boarded- 
up window, tourists see relative- 
ly little evidence of Hugo’s 
wrath. Most hotels reported only 
slight cosmetic damage on the 
island, all are open and most are 
back to full service. 

“It is amazing how quickly the 
businesses and people of this 
island have cleaned up,” said 
Salvador Soto Cordero, assistant 
to the director of public relations 
for the Puerto Rico Tourism 
Company. 

One of the largest and most 
beautiful resorts on the island, 
Hyatt Hotels Puerto Rico com- 
plex, was also one of the quick- 
est to bounce back from the hur- 
ricane. The resort’s two hotels, 
Cerromar Beach and Dorado 
Beach, were back in service 
shortly after Hugo, according to 
Eira Pineiro, public relations 
director at the resort. Cerromar 
opened two days after the storm 
and the Dorado Beach was back 
in business one week after the 
storm.

planned U.S. initiative 


WASHINGTON — House 
Majority Leader Richard A. 
Gey it is working with Reps. 
Edward J. Markey, D-Mass., 
and Mel Levine, D-Calif.,. to 
develop major legislation aimed 
at building ‘‘the technological 
highway of the 21st century,’’ 
Markey said recently. 

The initiative, which the three 
Democrats plan to unveil early 
next year after Congress recon- 
venes for its new term, will 
focus at first on promoting U.S. 
involvement in high-definition 
television — the next major 
advance in television technology. 

The HDTV issue will “begin 
this national public debate on 
how the Uni States of Ameri- 
ca becomes the electronic states 
of America” in order to main- 
tain a healthy economy, Markey 
said during an interview. 

Ultimately, Markey said, the 


Democratic initiative will seek 
to create a ‘“‘supercomputer 
highway — much like the inter- 
state highways built in the 
1950s — which will be available 
to universities, the government 
and ordinary citizens. 

Carrying the analogy further, 
Markey said, the technology 
highway must have entrance and 
exit ramps to facilitate public 
use. People would be able to use 
their home computers to tap into 
sophisticated information banks, 
he said. 

A variety of factors likely 
would be included in the legisla- 
tive effort, including a funding 
initiative and a call for coordina- 
tion among many federal agen- 
cies in developing the supercom- 
puter highway, Markey said. 
Numerous technologies would be 
called into play in building the 
highway, but ‘“‘the HDTV is the 


heart” of the measure now he 
added. 


HDTV is expected to revolu- 
tionize picture quality and set 
design by doubling the number 
of horizontal lines on television 
sereens. More importantly, 
many in Congress and industry 
say, the new technology will 
alter the entire electronics indus- 
try because the televisions will 
use a significant portion of the 
world’s computer memory chips. 
Those who control the HD 
industry will therefore control 
the microchip market, they 
argue. 

The three members are con- 
centrating on the legislation dur- 
ing Congress’ holiday break in 
hopes of unveiling it immediate- 
ly in the new session, said a 
Markey aide. The initiative prob- 
ably will involve more than one 
bill, the aide said. 


Rural emergency care hurting 


A federal study shows rural 
residents needing emergency 
medical care are four 
times as likely to die from lack 
of ready access to it than are 
urban residents. 

Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill, joined 
other members of the Senate’s 
Rural Health Caucus in request- 
ing the study, which was per- 
formed by Congress’ Office of 


Technology Assessment. 

The agency’s preliminary find- 
t show the average U.S. resi- 

lent will need ambulance ser- 
vice at least twice in a lifetime 
and that delays in receiving 
emergency care will contribute 
to death or permanent injury for 
some of these patients. 

The report said rural areas 
face special problems in emer- 


gency care, including: 

eInadequate financial support 
to keep ambulance services in 
rural areas. 

°Difficulty for rural areas in 
attracting and retaining staff 
with specialized emergency ser- 
vice skills, and 

eAdded time needed to cover 
distances between emergency 
rooms and rural residents. 


Workers’ compensation reform settled 


The state of Illinois has 
reached an agreement on work- 
ers’ compensation reform that 
should clear the way for Dlinois 
to remain economically competi- 
tive. The agreement came after 
a snag regarding binding arbi- 
tration which came up at the 
end of the spring session. 

The problem was resolved 
with inclusion of language in the 
agreement that an individual has 
the right to be represented by an 
attorney during the arbitration 
process. Unfavorable decisions 
can be taken into the legal sys- 
tem at the circuit court level. 

Prior to the recent settlement, 
a number of reform provisions 
had been agreed upon between 
the three parties involved in the 
discussions — government, busi- 
ness and labor representatives. 
Under the agreement, the IIli- 
nois Industrial Commission will 
create a reliable system for data 
collection. Such a system would 
reduce the number of appeals 
because the system would be 
more accountable and operate 
more smoothly — benefiting 
both employers and employees. 
In addition to capturing data, an 
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improved system would also be 
able to define trends in costs, 
making it easier to recognize 
potential problems. 

To reduce employers’ costs, 
the Illinois Department of Insur- 
ance will change its rules to 
allow companies with good 
claims’ experience, especially 
smaller sanployers to get out of 
the assigned risk pool. 

One of the major problems 
facing business and labor is the 
18- to 24month backlog in work- 
ers’ comp claims. Under the 
reform, the goal is to eliminate 
this backlog in the first two 
years at a cost of $2.8 million. 
Once this takes place, the pro- 
cessing of lanes from in! ae 
tion to resolution is expected to 
be cut to four months. 

To improve the performance 
of the commission, the measure 
calls for the Governor to appoint 
a nine-member advisory rd 
to nyonitor the commission’s 
progfess and advise it on admin- 
istrative issues and problems. 
The panel would include three 
representatives each from busi- 
ness, labor and the public. One 
public member would be 
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appointed as chairman by the 
vernor. 

Another aspect of the plan is a 
traini program for current 
and new arbitrators, and all cur- 
rent and new commissioners. 
Arbitrators would be evaluated 
annually on their formance, 
and would serve six-year term 
appointments. A new arbitrator 
would have to have at least two 
years ience in labor rela- 
tions before being eligible for 
appointment.
